quiring all Our good Subjefts, to treat them as ſuch. And We do hereby Require and Command, all Our loving SubjeRs, as they will be anſive- | 
rable to Us, ontheir Alledgeance, .to do their outmoſt diligence, to diſcover and ſearch out this Phanatical and Bloody Plot to the bottom, and. 
to Seize and Apprehend theſe Traitors, Confpirators, and Plotters, and all their Treacherous Aſſociats and Accotmplices 5 particularly, fach of them | 
as arenamed and mentioned in this, and in Our foreſaids Proclamation of the laſt of Jure, 1680. and to Impriſon them in the next convenient Priſc 
that they may be brought to condignand exemplary Puniſhment, according to the Preſcript of Our Laws, and the Demeritof their prodigious, and 
unparalclled Treaſons.

Sn that they, nor none afliſting them, ſhall 
ever be called 1n queſtion, or purſued Civilly or Criminally therefore, in time coming 3 but that theſe Preſents ſhall be als ſufficient for their exonera« 
tion, as if they had Our ſpecial Pardon and Remiſſion 3 and that their doing thereof ſhall be reputed good and acceptable ſervice done to Us : And 
forthe better encouragement of ſuch asſhall apprehend and bring in the ſaids Traitors and Confpirators, deador alive, The a prehender of Mr. Do- 
naldCargil ſhall have, as a reward, the Sum of five thouſand Merks ; and for Mr. Thowas Dowglas, the Sum of three tho Merks; and for 
one of the reſt of the ſaids Conſpirators and Plotters, the Sum of one thouſand Merks, inſtantly payed to them , by the Lords Commiſſioners 
Our Thefaury. And We ordain theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed ; at the Mercat Croſ of Edinburgh, and remnant head Burghs 
this Our Kingdom : And alſo We ordain itts, and Stewarts, &c. to cauſe make intimation hereof, at the ſeveral Paroch Kirks of the Kings 
dom, after Divine Worſhip, that none pretend ignoratice; TIE |
